to  establish  and  incorporate  a University  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  Punjabi  studies  and  development  of 
Punjabi  language  as  a medium  of  instruction  or 
otherwise  for  the  providing  of  instruction  in  hu- 
manistic and  scientific  subjects  and  generally  for 
the  promotion  of  higher  education  and  research. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Punjab  in  the  Twelfth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India 
as  f ololws  : —

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(7)  to  institute  and  award  fellowships  scholar- 
ships, studentships,  exhibitions  and  prizes 
m accordance  with  the  Statutes  and  Ordi- 
nances ;

(9)  to  supervise  and  control  the  residence  and 

discipline  of  the  students  of  the  University

(10)  to  organise  University  laboratories,  libra- 
ries, museums  and  other  equipment  for 
teaching  and  research  ;

(7)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  to 
ensure  that  the  Act,  Statutes,  Ordinances  and  Regula- 
tions are  faithfully  observed  and  he  shall  have  all  po- 
wers necessary  for  this  purpose. 

(8)  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  an 
emergency  has  arisen  which  requires  immediate  action 
to  be  taken,  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  take  such  ac- 
tion as  he  deems  necessary  and  shall  report  the  same 
for  confirmation  at  the  next  meeting  to  the  authority 
which,  in  the  ordinary  course,  would  have  dealt  with 
the  matter  : 

Provided  that  if  the  action  taken  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  is  not  approved  by  the  authority  concern- 
ed, he  may  refer  the  matter  to  the  Chancellor  whose 
decision  thereon  shall  be  final  :
